The American Motorcyclist Asso- 
ciation has distributed to more 
than 1000 chartered clubs infor- 
mation on how to properly remove 
helmets from injured patients. The 
literature, published by the Com- 
mittee on Trauma of the American 
College of Surgeons, describes 
proper helmet removal in seven 
steps with illustrations. The publi- 
cation states, “The varying sizes, 
shapes and configurations of 
motorcycle helmets necessitate 
some understanding of their proper 
removal from victims of motor- 
cycle accidents. The rescuer who 
removes a helmet improperly might 
inadvertently aggravate cervical 
spine injuries.” 


The Washington State Department 
of Transportation, complying witha 
provision of the federal nickel-a- 
gallon gas tax law enacted earlier this 
year, has given its OK to the use of 
motorcycles on carpool and high- 
occupancy vehicle lanes, the AMA 
reports. Meanwhile, using the legis- 
lative process to accomplish basically 
the same goal, Hawaii has enacted a 
law giving motorcyclists access to 
that state’s carpool lanes.

Secretary of 
the Interior James Watt refused to 
let the Beach Boys sing at the 
Fourth of July concert in Washing- 
ton. He felt that they would invite 
pot smoking youths to the nation’s 
capitol. But in California he is 
allowing the motorcycle element 
to use our desert for free. Itis a sad 
commentary to think that it took 
nature aeons to create our pristine 
desert only to have 1400 motor- 
cycles ruin it in one day.”

Green Stickie origins 


I was extremely concerned by the 
letter from Brian Beyette recently 
published in your paper. He had 
decided that to protest the “rip-off” 
of Green Stickie Funds, he would not 
renew his green stickie for the next 
two years. I was thankful that you 
pointed out the misunderstood Green 
Stickie Fund origins. 

To further explain the program, I 
will go into a short history of the 
fund. In 1972 a group of enlightened 
legislators were made aware that mil- 
lions of off-roaders were filling up 
gas cans and transporting off-road 
vehicles to the desert and mountain 
areas to consume the fuel. These 
people were paying a road tax but 
weren't using the roads! They came 
up with a complex formula to pay 
back the off-roaders for the non-use 
of public roads. The Green Stickie 
was born to keep track of how much 
gas tax was returned to the OHV 
people. The $15 for two years is only 
about 5-10% of the Green Stickie 
Fund! If we don’t continue to keep 
our registration current several things 
will happen, none of them good: 

1. The CHP can stop you for trail- 
ering non-registered vehicles and 
issue tickets. 

2. You will be refused entrance into 
State Vehicle parks. 

3. Cuts in allocated funding will 
stop future development solely 
for off-road use such as the trails 
system, a plan for a statewide net- 
work of trails criss-crossing Cali- 
fornia, that will be funded by 
OHV money. 

A protest should be mounted by 
your Assemblyman whose job it is to 
represent you. Things are really get- 
ting better for off-roaders. Senate Bill 
156 has passed the Senate and is being 
considered by the Assembly Ways 
and Means Committee, and if passed 
we will get back $21 million into the 
fund. The money can only be spent 
with approval by the newly formed 
OHV Commission, which is chaired 
by Jim Livermore, an off-roader who 
is CORVA’s San Bernardino County 
Coordinator. I’m the vice-chairman, 
and I own seven off-road-registered 
vehicles and drive a Jeep. In its short 
life the commission has already 
opened more riding areas for enjoy- 
ment, doubled the campsites at Pismo, 
funded an Off-Road Fair at Hungry 
Valley, and taken over operation of 
many National Forest Trails. 

After seeing all the expired regis- 
tration on bikes and three-wheelers at 
Pismo Beach over the Fourth of July 
weekend, I could see the writing on 
the wall. I can understand the con- 
cern that the money they contribute 
willbe “ripped off’ as in the past, but 
when you consider the $15 is only 
5-8% of the total fund you can see that 
if we hold back our renewal fee, the 
state will hold back the gas tax so 
who loses? We do! For every $15 we 
kick in the state antes up about $140, 
so have faith and don’t give up; the 
pendulum is definitely swinging our 
way. We have more and more areas 
opened up, we got the Barstow to 
Vegas race back, and best of all, we 
have people in Sacramento who 
understand our needs and concerned 
publications to keep us informed.

Glover perfect 
at Pittsburgh

PITTSBURGH, PA, JULY 9 


With the momentum ofa six-moto winning 
streak in the 500cc outdoor Nationals 
behind him, Yamaha’s Broc Glover had a 
perfect night at the Miller High Life Super- 


cross at Three Rivers Stadium 
in Pittsburgh, winning his heat, 
semi and the 20-lap final. 
Honda’s David Bailey putona 


charge in the late laps of the final to 
net a close second place finish, with 
Yamaha’s Warren Reid motoring to 
third. . 

The “indoor” track was well re- 
ceived by the riders, but a few com- 
plaints after practice resulted in one 
of the double jumps being taken out, 
since some of the competitors felt it 
was a bit too dangerous. John Savitski 
designed the track, and patterned it 
after the same layout he used for the 
Pontiac Supercross in April. Many of 
the corners were banked, with ample 
room for passing. Bailey was turning 
the fastest times during practice, con- 
sistently in the 54-second range. 

Honda’s Bob Hannah tried a few 
laps of practice, after which the deci- 
sion was made to let him sit the 
round out. Hannah is still recuperat- 
ing from a wrist injury sustained at 
the Orlando Supercross on June 11. 





“We felt it was better to pull him out 
rather than risk further injury to the 
left wrist,” said Brian Lunnis, Han- 
nah’s tuner. Hannah promptly headed 
home to Idaho. He is considering a 
trip to Japan for acupuncture treat- 
ment. 

Suzuki’s Mark. Barnett had a few 
problems in the final and finished 
sixth, but managed to hang onto his 
point lead in the Wrangler Super Ser- 
ies, Barnett’s total reads 695, with 
Bailey moving into second at 668. 
Hannah slipped into a tie with 
Kawasaki's Jeff Ward for third at 640, 
while Glover moved up a notch into 
fifth with 628. 

Attendance was estimated at 25,000. 
Traffic problems had a good portion 
of the crowd tied up on the roads 
leading to the stadium, and the start 
of the event was delayed by 15-minutes 
to allow more of the fans to get 
inside. 

Heats 

Slightly less than the maximum of 

60 riders eliminated the need for 





qualifying motos before the start of 
heat racing. After water was spread 
over the starting grid and a few dusty 
corners, Barnett got the best jump off 
the line and led Glover and Honda- 
mounted Dan Conway through the 
opening banked sweeper in the first 
of four heats. Barnett managed to 
hold Glover at bay for the first half of 
the eight laprace, but Glover took an 
inside line and went to the front on 
lap five. Suzuki's Alan King worked 
around Conway to secure a distant 
third. 

The final three laps read the same, 
with Glover stretching his lead on 
each lap over Barnett. King remained 
in third, as Conway held off the 
efforts of Suzuki’s George Holland to 
steal his fourth place position. Glov- 
er’s win gave him three precious 
Wrangler points. 

“I felt pretty comfortable out there,” 
Glover said. “I wasn’t jumping some 
of the double jumps that I could have 
been jumping. Mark wasn’t real close 
and there was no need to take the 
extra risk. It’s a little warm out there, 
and the humidity is up with no breeze 
at all.” 

Honda’s Johnny O'Mara and 
Suzuki’s Scott Burnworth were lead- 
ing the pack into the first corner in 
the next heat, but O’Mara was left 
with nowhere to go and went over the 
hay bales on the outside. Burnworth 
came through clean, with Yamaha’s 
Donnie Cantaloupi a tight second. 
O’Mara pulled back onto the course 
in dead last. 

Yamaha’s Ron Lechien started back 
in fourth, but was doubling up the 
jumps before the starting area and 
passed Cantaloupi and Honda- 
mounted Dean Cates to get second 
behind Burnworth after only a lap. 

On lap three, Lechien passed Burn- 
worth through the double jumps and 
Cantaloupi was moving closer to 
Burnworth. Suzuki’s Clint Hardick 
was fourth. Burnworth went down 
on the next lap, allowing Cantaloupi 
to get around. 

Lechien was pulling away from 
Cantaloupi, but was not slowing his 
pace at all, even with a comfortable 





lead. Lechien rode smoothly through 
the final laps for the win, followed by 
Cantaloupi, Burnworth and Hardick. 

O’Mara fell again before the end of 
the heat. “I don’t really know what 
happened at the start,” O’Mara said. 
“I got pushed down and from there I 
couldn't get going and get my com- 
posure back. Everything I did was 
wrong.” 

The third heat belonged to Bailey, 
as he immediately grabbed the lead 
over teammate Brian Myerscough, 
now mounted on a works Honda, 
and KTM-mounted Kevis Davis. Bai- 
ley gained on each succeeding laj 
over Myerscough, with Davis hold- 
ing a distant third. 

Bailey was still cutting the fastest 
laps of the night, and took the check- 
ered flag after eight laps and only 
seven minutes and 28 seconds. Burn- 
worth was 30-yards off the pace for 
second, with Davis pulling off third 
but far off the pace. Yamaha-mounted 
Rodney Smith finished fourth. 

“I was just trying to feel out the 
track,” Bailey said. “I want to get a 
little faster and do even better in the 
semi. I kept looking at the double 
jumps each time I came around, and 
they looked pretty tough. The guys 
who are jumping them are a bit more 
of a man than I am. I won’t jump 
them until I’m ready. It may not be 
until the main, but I’1] do what I have 
to do to win.” 

Yamaha’s Warren Reid cranked 
through the first bend aboard his Bob 
Oliver-tuned works bike ahead of 
Kawasaki's Jeff Ward and Suzuki 
Support rider Rick Ryan. After two 
laps, Reid had built up a nice lead 
over Ward, with Yamaha-mounted 
Gene Gentsch in third. 

Ward went down on the following 
lap but managed to remain in second. 
With only a lap left, Reid had an 
18-second lead over Ward and slowed 
his pace considerably. Honda's Steve 
Martin moved into third, with 
Honda-mounted David McClain in 
fourth. Kawasaki's Billy Liles made a 
charge for fourth, but took a spill. 
The finishing order was Reid, Ward, 
Martin, and McClain. 
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Reid was in very good spirits after 
his win. “I tried to pace myself at the 
beginning. I had a good lead, and 
that made the win a lot easier. I tried 
real hard and things came through,” 
said Reid. 

With six less than the maximum 
total of 60 riders in the heats, the deci- 
sion was made to hold only one 
quarter-final event instead of the usual 
two. 

O’Mara made his bid to make the 
semis a fruitful one, as he grabbed the 
lead and ran away for the win. Team 
Tamm’s Mike Shoemaker remained 
in second the entire distance, with 
Honda-mounted Carlo Coen doing 
the same in third. Ryan came through 
for the last semi starting slot with a 
fourth. 

The crashes O’Mara had taken in 
his heat race left him with an injured 
arm, and he promptly had it attended 
to after the quarter-final. “It looks as 
if they will have to put stitches in 
after the race,” said O’Mara. 


Semis A 

Glover made the pivot through the 
first turn at the start of the first semi 
ahead of Cantaloupi, King and 
Lechien. O’Mara and Barnett were 
keeping close company back in fourth 
and fifth. Lechien was using his 
double jumping tactics and passed 
King, but took a spill in the next set 
of whoops at the end of the first lap. 

Glover continued to fly ahead of 
Cantaloupi and had a four-second 
lead after two laps. O’Mara picked up 
a position after Lechien went down 
to capture third, with Barnett in 
fourth. Lechien was having prob- 
lems getting back underway, which 
turned out to be centered around the 
front brake. 

The top four spots remained the 
same for the last five laps, as Glover 
remained out front, pulling away 
from Cantaloupi. Lechien had lost a 
full two laps and was running in last 
place with his brake problem. Glover 
sailed across the finish line for another 
comfortable win over Cantaloupi, 
O’Mara and Barnett. 

“Tve got the double jumps down a 
little better, and getting the holeshot 
this time helped out,” said Glover. “I 
felt more comfortable and things went 
pretty smoothly.” 

Reid, Myerscough and Bailey led 
the pack at the beginning of the last 
semi, which would send the top eight 
into the final. Reid and Myerscough 
have both recently moved up to works 
bikes for Yamaha and Honda, respec- 
tively, and were giving Bailey a good 
run. Davis and Ward were fourth and 
fifth. 

Reid, Myerscough and Bailey kept 
running in tight formation for the 
following five laps. With less than 
two laps left, Bailey managed to pass 
Myerscough in the whoops to take up 
a position several seconds behind 
Reid. 

Bailey continued to close on Reid 
and with a quarter of a lap left moved 
to within a bikelength. In the last 
section of whoops before the finish 
line, Bailey got out of shape and Reid 
went on for the win with a two- 
second margin. Myerscough, Ward 
and Davis copped the next three 
positions. 

The Last Chance Qualifier was the 
Rick Ryan show. Holland came away 
with the holeshot, but Ryan passed 
after two laps and led the rest of the 
way. Martin and Honda-mounted 
Jeff Hicks passed Holland in the air 
over the large central jump and 
knocked him to fourth on lap five. 
Ryan and Martin finished 1-2 to get 
the last two transfers to the final. 

Lechien didn’t make the final, after 
front brake problem put him into 
18th place in the semi. “When I went 
down, the front brake cable came out 





and got tangled around the frontend. 
By the time we got it straightened 
out, I was two laps down,” Lechien 
said. 


Final 

Not having won a Supercross in 
1983, Glover was hungry for a win. 
While he admittedly prefers the out- 
door events, Glover was in fine form 
as he led the pack through the start of 
the final. O’Mara, Ward, Reid and 
Barnett were fighting over the next 
few positions. Bailey got stuck in 
traffic and came off the start in 
eighth. 

After the first two laps, Ward and 
Reid had settled into second and 
third behind Glover. Bailey had per- 
fected the double jumps and was 
charging back in fourth ahead of 
Barnett. 

On lap five, O’Mara went down 
and Bailey motored by for third. Reid 
was running a strong fourth, fol- 
lowed by Cantaloupi and Barnett. 
On the next lap, Ward stalled in the 
whoops and lost a few seconds, with 
Bailey moving closer. Glover had the 
lead all to himself and a nine-second 
cushion. 


Ward managed to retain second for 
another two laps, but lost it when 
Bailey cut to the inside going through 
mechanic’s area. 


With five laps left, Bailey was pick- 
ing up about a second on Glover each 
lap. Ward crashed and Reid moved 
into third. Ward remounted for fourth, 
followed by Barnett and Myers- 
cough. 


Traffic became a problem for Glover 
on the last two laps, and Bailey closed 
to within two seconds. That was as 
close as Bailey was able to get, as 
Glover carred his lead through to the 
checkered flag. Reid clocked in with 
third, several seconds behind Bailey. 
Ward and Myerscough rounded out 
the top five. 

“I haven't won a stadium event all 
year and it feels super-good!”’ Glover 
said in winner’s circle. “A race like 
this takes a toll on your nerves. I went 
at it with a real open mind and tried 
to keep the stress down. It made a big 
difference. I feel great.” 

When asked if he knew how close 
Bailey was near the end, Glover ans- 
wered, “I could see that he was catch- 
ing me a bit on each lap. I got into 
some lappers and he closed pretty 
fast. I didn’t get a chance to double 
up on one of the jumps due to traffic 
and he gained a couple of seconds. 
He was charging and riding good all 
night, so I knew it would come down 
to the two of us.” 

“T wish I could’ve closed in on Broc 
a lap sooner,” Bailey said. “It was 
getting hot out there and I think Broc 
slowed his pace a bit. The humidity 
was terrible and started to take its 
toll. I just kept trying as hard as I 
could and I had to think about what I 
had to lose. Reid was there, and if I 
made a mistake he was going to capi- 
talize on it. I’m pleased with the way I 
rode.” 

Bailey was wearing the scars of bat- 
tle, with tire marks on the back of his 
jersey. “I got sandwiched at the start, 
and through the first few corners I 
though I was in some type of destruc- 
tion derby,” Bailey said. “My bike is 
all bent up and I have these knobby 
marks all over.” Cliff White, Bailey’s 
tuner, has his work cut out for him in 
order to get the bike prepped for the 
next event. 

“I just started riding the works 
bike in the Supercross before this and 
I feel really comfortable on it. I’m 
ready to go for it!” said Reid. “I 
stayed back east and practiced on it 
instead of going home (to California) 
after last week’s race in Michigan, 
and it helped out a lot.” e

Jimmy Filice posted his best finish 
of the season with a fourth, just 
inches ahead of Jay Springsteen at 
the finish line. 

Tammy Kirk put in a very strong 
ride in the Last Chance Qualifier to 
win it and earn a starting spot in the 
National. She finished 13th. 

Graham strengthened his hold on 
the top spot in the Camel Pro Series 
standings to 13 points over Randy 
Goss. Goss took 11th after having 
been involved in a single-rider crash 
which caused the race to be stopped 
on lap 14 and then restarted. Goss 
made the restart. Shobert, via his 
second National win in nine days, 
edged ahead of Springsteen for third 
in the standings, 148 to 143.

Winner Don Estep, aboard a Can- 
Am, didn’t have the lead in the Syra- 
cuse 500cc Challenge until the final 
30 feet. For the opening nine laps, it 
was a USA vs. Canada race between 
Newport News, Virginia’s Mark Hart- 
ley and Martin Lavoie of Welland, 
Ontario, Canada, in a swapfest that 
saw the lead change at the start/finish 
line on nearly every lap. Estep, the 
fast qualifier, had a poor start, but 
quickly began to make ground and at 
the halfway point was quickly plan- 
ning to make the two-way fight for 
the lead a three-way one. In the final 
two laps, Estep dropped Hartley to 
third and then set his strategy for the 
finish. 

“I was waiting until the final lap 
to make my move,” said Estep.

Eric Rausch and Cornwell dueled 
in the opening laps with the two 
nearly side by side as they took the 
halfway flags with Dave Hebb and 
Fran Brown close behind. Kirk, from

rest of the field in fifth. One lap later, 
Kirk was up to third. Cornwell’s 
engine then broke and Kirk was in 
second and closing the gap on leader 
Rausch. The start of the final lap saw 
Rausch with a 20-length advantage 
which dissolved to five as the two 
entered turn three. Kirk tailed Rausch 
as they exited turn. four and then 
drafted past at the finish line to take 
the win by a foot.

Rehmert nearly crashed out of the 
event on the second lap, handing the 
lead over to Doug Davis. Rehmert 
regained his rhythm and chased Davis 
for two laps before retaking the lead. 
Davis hung on Rehmert’s rear wheel 
for one more lap before his bike's 
engine went on one cylinder and he 
slid back to the Darryl Johnson/Joe 
White/Ron Andrews’ fight for third. 
Rehmert cruised out front while 
Davis’ engine again began to run 
clean although he couldn’t break 
away from the pack. On the final lap, 
Rehmert enjoyed a huge lead while 
Davis held second. White lost third to 
Johnson while Andrews couldn’t 
improve his fifth.

“Maybe, just maybe, we’ll have 
some good luck this time out,” said 
Steve Morehead as he relaxed prior to 
the start of the 25-lap National. 
Morehead was aboard the injured 
Tom Maitland’s bike after ending his 
association with Patrick Racing’s Carl 
Pawick. oe t ‘ 

Filice, in his first mile National 
start, was all smiles. “My strategy all 
depends on my start,” said Filice. “If 
I get a good one then I'll go for the 
lead and try to break the draft with 
the rest of the field. If not, I'll see how 
things go. I want to be in the front- 
running pack.” 

“Tire wear is going to be the key,” 
said Springsteen showing crossed 
fingers on both hands. “The track 
will chew the tires up so it’s going to 
be who can get a good, smooth drive 
off the corners without tearing up the 
rear tire.” 

Tammy Kirk, after running 30 laps 
through her heat, semi and the Last 
Chance Qualifer, looked a bit tired. 
“T’m worn out and my bike probably 
is too,” sid Kirk. “I’ve come this far 
today, I’m going to keep on going.” 

“I think the strategy for Kidd, Poo- 
vey and myself,” said Hank Scott, 
“will be to get the best start possible 
and hang onto the draft.” 

True to his word, Filice executed a 
perfect start to lead the field through 
turns 1-2 and down the back straight, 
with Graham, Shobert, Morehead, 
Springsteen, Parker, Goss, Boddy and 
Jorgensen in tow like a long two- 
wheeled snake. Filice was able to 
break the draft on the rest of the field 
and pull away toa 20-bikelength lead 
in the next four laps, while Graham 
held an advantage on the battle 


between Shohert and Springsteen for 





third and was slowly inching in on 
Filice. 

On the sixth lap, Graham got a 
good drive off turn two and closed 
dramatically on Filice. As the two 
came toward the start/finish line, 
Filice cast a glance over his shoulder, 
as he had in the three previous laps, 
and didn’t like what he saw. Graham 
was nearly on his back tire. Shobert 
and Springsteen had closed on the 
front two leaving Morehead and Brow 
to debate fifth with Parker and Goss 
in a fight for seventh and Jorgensen 
in a lonely ninth. 

Graham took over the lead on lap 
eight as Springsteen moved to third 
past Shobert. Morehead and Brow 
had closed the gap. Farris coasted 
across the start/finish line with his 
hand in the air. He was out for the 
day with a broken rod in his bike’s 
engine. 

By lap 10, there were six riders 
going for the lead with Filice out in 
front of the Shobert/Springsteen/ 
Graham/Goss/Morehead pack nip- 
ping at his heels. It was a classic pass 
and draft situation with the next lap 
seeing Shobert and Springsteen, side 
by side, in the lead and Goss third 
with Filice fourth ahead of Morehead 
and Graham with Parker and Brow 
following: Boody, Scott and Mertens 
were fighting for 10th just behind 
Jorgensen. Kidd, Kirk, Ingram and 
Poovey rounded out the field. 

Goss exploded the haybales between 
turns 1-2 on lap 13, bringing out the 
red flag and stopping the race. Goss 
was quickly up and appeared to be 
alright, although he had the wind 
knocked out of him. A flurry of activ- 
ity took place on the front straight 
near the pit area as many riders 
sought to change tires or make other 
adjustments. 

“It’s a war out there,” said Spring- 
steen. 

The tire changes would work for 
some and slow the charges of others. 
Goss made the restart at the back of 
the pack. The race had been stopped 
on lap 14 with the scoring reverting 
to lap 13, leaving 12 laps to run. The 
single-file start had Shobert, Spring- 
steen, Filice, Graham and Morehead 
leading the gridding. 

On the flash of the green starting 
light, the front four jetted away while 
Morehead had his chain jump off its 
sprocket and send the riders behind 
him scattering in evasive action. “The 
clutch cable broke on the line so I just 
rammed it into gear,” said a dejected 
Morehead. “I just can’t seem to break 
this bad luck jinx.” 

By the end of the 15th lap, Shobert 
had opened up a good deal of real 
estate on the Filice/Graham/Parker/ 
Jorgensen/Springsteen/Poovey duel 
for second. Scott and then Boody 
moved in to challenge also. 

On lap 17, Scott coasted to a halt 
on the back stretch “when the engine 
began to make loud noises.” Parker 
had moved to a a with Jorgensen 
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steen pressuring him for third. Filice 
was sixth and Goss had come from 
last on the restart to seventh. 
Jorgensen’s challenge came to an 
end on lap 20 when the brake line to 
the rear master cylinder became dis- 
connected. He would slowly slip back 
toan eventual eighth. Poovey’s Honda 


RS750 seized on the same lap. 


Shobert had no trouble in the final 
five laps and took the checkered flag 
to the waving on of sponsor Ken 
Parker. The battle for second and 
fourth would go right to the last lap 
with Graham making his move for 
second just before the final lap and 
holding off Parker challenges to set 
the top three in winner’s circle. 

Filice just barely nipped Spring- 
steen at the line for fourth. “Jimmy 
looked over at me and shrugged his 
shoulders on the cool-off lap,” said 
Springsteen. “I gave him the thumbs- 
up sign to tell him he got me.” 

In the back of the pack a battle for 
12th was going on between Kidd and 
Kirk. Kirk led at the white flag, but 
Kidd took 12th back in turn three and 
held on by a bikelength at the flag. 

“Back to back mile National wins 
aren’t too bad,” said Shobert. “Now I 
need to win a couple of half miles. I 
thought there was someone follow- 
ing me closely in the final laps so I 
kept just it wide open. I was hearing 
my own engine echo off the walls, 
but I didn’t know that until the fin- 
ish. My tuner, Paul Chmiel, builds 
one strong bike.” 

“Bubba got away from all of us 
early because his tires were working 
right away,” said Graham. “I got 
balked behind Jimmy (Filice) and by 
the time I got around, Shobert had 
too much ground to catch up. Parker 
and I had a good battle. He’s really 
learned how to ride the groove.” 

“T couldn’t catch Ricky’s draft on 
the last lap,” said Parker, “and I 
needed it if I was to slingshot him at 
the finish for second.” e

Roberts keeps 
closing with 
Belgian GP win

FRANCORCHAMPS, BELGIUM, JULY 3 

Marlboro Yamaha's Kenny Roberts moved to 

within five points of world championship 

points leader Freddie Spencer of Honda by 
14 winning the Belgian Grand Prix at Francor- 














champs while Spencer finished 
second after being slowed by 
tire troubles. Third went to HB 
Suzuki’s Randy Mamola who 
retained third in the point standings. 

Also holding their ground in the 
point table were fourth-placed Taka- 
zumi Katayama of Honda and Marl- 
boro Yamaha’s Eddie Lawson in fifth. 

Roberts took the lead from a slow- 
ing Spencer on the 13th of 20 laps on 
the 4.32-mile long twisting circuit 
and finished with a more than com- 
fortable 14-second margin. He didn’t 
slow the pace after taking the lead, 
however, and on the 17th lap set a 
new record with a round of 2:32.42, 
averaging 102 mph. The record was 
4.5 seconds better than Spencer’s 
record lap of last year. 

Along with his win the previous 
week at Assen, it was the first time 
since the beginning of the 1980 sea- 
son that Roberts had scored consecu- 
tive wins. He now moves into an un- 
disputed fifth place in the all-time 
win list for 500s with 20 career wins. 

Didier de Radigues became the 
first Belgian to win a grand prix on 
his home track in 15 years with a

wildly cheered race victory in the 
250cc class. The Team Johnson/ 
Chevallier rider cruised down the final 
downhill straightaway sitting bolt 
upright raising a clenched fist to the 
delight of the 100,000 fans. Finishing 
four seconds back was Team Sonauto 
Gauloises’ Christian Sarron with 
championship leader Carlos Lavado 
third, 10 seconds back on his Vene- 
motos Yamaha. 

After a string of four seconds and a 
DNF, Garelli Corse factory rider 
Eugenio Lazzarini won his first grand 
prix of the season in the 125cc.class, 
besting World Champion teammate 
Angel Nieto by 10 seconds. Third 
went to Spaniard Ricardo Tormo. 

Nieto maintains his lead in the 
quest for his 11th world title since he 
started grand prix racing in 1964 
with 87 points to Lazzarini’s 67. 

In the Sidecar class, the Swiss 
Krauser Racing Team duo of Rolf 
Biland and Kurt Waltisperg took 
their third win in four tries with an 
easy 18-second win over the only 
other winners in the class this year, 
Egbert Streuer and Bernard Schnieders 
on another LCR Yamaha, this one 
sponsored by Barclay/Caraco. Third 
in both qualifying and the race was 
the French Krauser team of Alain 
Michel and Claude Monchaud. 

In 250cc qualifying, de Radigues 
gave the hint of what was to come by 
piloting his Chevallier Yamaha to 
the pole position with a time of 
2:38.72. Second went to Lavado, a 
four-time winner this year, and third 
to Sarron. 

With a flash of green the 250s were 
off and what has proven to be the 
most competitive class of the year 
‘didn't disappoint. Sarron and de 
Radigues led at the front with West 
German Martin Wimmer in third 
ahead of a pack of four contesting 
fourth. Wimmer’s bike developed a 
misfire and he was feeling the effects 
of a lingering flu and when Lavado 
came up on his rear tire along the 
bending downhill straight, Wimmer 
waved him by. 

By then, however, Lavado was too 
far in arrears of the Sarron/de 
Radigues duel to challenge and had 
to settle into third. 

Sarron led for most of the race, but 
just when it appeared’ that he was 
gaining some breathing room, de 
Radigues closed it up and with just a 
few laps to go passed the Frenchman 
for the lead. The lead was tenuous, 
however, until the final lap when a 
mistake on Sarron’s part cost him 
any chance of challenging the Bel- 
gian for the win. At the end the gap 
was close to four seconds between the 





leading pair, who had another six on 
third-placed Lavado. Fourth went to 
another Chevallier Yamaha, this one 
Elf-sponsored and ridden by Thierry 
Espie and fifth was Herve Guilleux’s 
on the But Kawasaki. 

Although Sarron had to settle for 
second, he still took fast lap honors 
with a new record of 2:40.86 on the 
sixth of 16 laps. 

For once, all of the 500cc practices 
here in Belgium were run mostly in 
the dry. Last year monsoon-like rains 
all but washed out one practice and 
this year the riders felt that they had 
to go for it from the start since the 
finicky Belgium weather could change 
for the worse instantly. 

Mamola led the first session, run 
on a drying track, with a time two 
seconds better than Spencer’s. From 
the second session on, however, the 
numbers were all Freddie’s with a 
2:32.70 his best clocking, and that in 
the third session. Roberts was only 
seven-hundredths behind with 
Mamola ending up half a second 
behind Roberts. Eddie Lawson was 
1.4 seconds off Mamola’s pace and 
Katayama was close behind Lawson. 

As the four Americans lined up on 
the front row of the grid, the sun was 
shining intermittently with the tem- 
perature rising all afternoon. By the 
time the 500s were given the green 
light at 3:20 in the afternoon, the 
track had heated up beyond most 
people’s expectations and it would 
prove crucial in tire choice. 

As always, Spencer rocketed into 
the lead with Mamola a distant second 
and Roberts getting his Yamaha start- 
ed in a surprising third with Marco 
Lucchinelli and Katayama also up 
front. Lawson got off badly and was 
mired behind a pack in ninth place. 

“It started right up,” Lawson began, 
“But it wouldn’t take any throttle as 
we headed up the hill. Then I got 
stuck behind that pack and it slowed 
me down getting around them.” 

Spencer, whose advantage on the 
first lap alone was more than 50 
yards, began stretching his lead with 
Roberts dispatching Mamola from 
second and Katayama settling into 
fourth as Lucchinelli began his move 
backwards. 

On the sixth lap Lawson moved 
into fifth after clearing the trio of 
Ron Haslam, Lucchinelli, and Marc 
Fontan and would spend the rest of 
the race chasing Katayama. 

Spencer was still pulling away and 
on the seventh lap had an eight- 
second advantage on Roberts. The 
two of them were steadily pulling 
away from Mamola, who was trying 
desperately to make up for a horse- 
power-deficient machine. “Today was 
worse than qualifying yesterday. Then 
we used last year’s engine and cylin- 
ders. The problem was that we had a 
ring sag near one of the ports that 
wasn’t braced and we knew that it 
wouldn’t last the whole race. I did a 
2:33 yesterday and one piston sagged 
so we had to use the engine from 
Assen which was 1% seconds a lap 
slower. Kenny and Katayama were 
pulling me three-quarters of a second 
on the front straight alone and I had 
to make it up in braking and in the 
corners. Then the bike started miss- 
ing toward the end of the race,” 
Mamola said. 

A lap or two later and trouble 
befell Spencer. “The tires were fine 
until the eighth or ninth lap,” the 
Louisiana native stated, “Then it 
gradually got worse and worse. When 
I knew Kenny was catching me I was 
running low 2:33s, then 2:34s. When 
the rear tire went I had to steer more 
and the front looked like it got too 
hot, then it got hard and I couldn’t 
steer it. We weren’t expecting the 
temperature to get this high.” 

He added, “It would slide and I’d 
catch it. That’s the worst feeling in

the world. Kenny passed me in the 
hairpin on the 13th lap and got a 
little sideways doing it.” 

Roberts agreed. “Freddie went wider 
than usual and I went inside him. I 
didn’t want to hit him on the way out 
so I took a much tighter line and 
when I gassed it it went sideways. I 
caught it, got on the gas again, and it 
did a big wheelie as I pulled away. I 
thought, ‘Well Freddie, you did it to 
me a couple of times last year.” 

In fact, it was the same corner in 
which Roberts was passed in 1981 by 
Marco Lucchinelli on his way to the 
world championship, and for the 
same reason: tire troubles. 

Once past, Roberts had no trouble 
stretching his advantage, which by 
the end of the race was almost 14- 
seconds. The order for the top five 
didn’t change from the minute 
Roberts passed onward, only the defi- 
cits changed. Katayama closed to 
within two seconds of Mamola and 
was a comfortable eight seconds ahead 
of Lawson. Fontan, Lucchinelli, and 
Haslam followed with Dutchman 
Boet Van Dulmen the first privateer 
in ninth place on his Shell Suzuki. 

Spencer’s second gave him 105 
points, two more than Franco Uncini 
needed to clinch the title with last 
year. Roberts, with 100, has the 
momentum on his side going into 
Silverstone, itself a momentum track, 


» a month away. 


“I think we're in real good shape 
for Silverstone,” Roberts said. “But 
the track is suited to the Hondas, also.” 

Roberts’ season ended at Silverstone 
with a crash in the first corner last 
year when his Yamaha wouldn’t start. 
Uncini went on to win the race and 
World Championship, but didn’t 
score another point after England. 
Spencer took second in England and 
followed it with two DNFs anda win 
in the San Marino Grand Prix, the 
final race of the season this year. 

In the tire war, Dunlop appears to 
have the edge on Michelin. Tire 
troubles, no stranger to Roberts, have 
stopped Spencer’s drive in the last 
two races while Roberts has gained 
speed in his race to the title. “At this 
stage, one mistake by either side and 
they’re out of it,” Spencer’s chief 
mechanic Erv Kanemoto said. e

And three came 
back...

For the first time in motorcycling history, the 
question is not about whether an American 
will win a World Championship or not, but 
which American will take the crown. Over in 


Europe Freddie Spencer and 
Kenny Roberts are waging a 
hair-raising duel that will 
probably last until the final 
event. Randy Mamola and Eddie 
Lawson, the other two Americans 
contesting the 500cc World Road 
Race Championship Series, lie third 
and fifth in the point standings. 
respectively. 

But there’s a break in the action 
right now, and three of the four will be 
contesting the July 16-17 Camel Pro 
Series road race at Laguna Seca Race- 
way near Monterey, California.. Be- 
cause of the closeness of the world title 
chase, where Spencer leads Roberts 
by only five points, Honda is not 
allowing “Fast Freddie” to contest 
the event. 


The three who will ride should be 
in a class by themselves, because 
many of the domestic stars are still on 
the mend from injuries. Honda fac- 
tory riders Mike Baldwin and Steve 
Wise are both recovering from crash- 
related injuries, as is Kawasaki's Wes 
Cooley. All three should be at La- 
guna, but their physical condition 
makes them question marks as far as 
race performance is concerned. 

With the title fight so tight, we 
asked Roberts why he was still riding 
when his opponent was taking no 
chances. “Laguna Seca is one of the 
races I look forward to doing. Amer- 
ica needs a good race, and I don’t 
think I could be talked out of doing 
it. If you put yourself in a bubble, you 
wouldn’t be racing,” answered the 
three-time World Champion. 





While Roberts will have his fourth 
World Championship on his mind as 
he competes, Suzuki’s Mamola will 
have a looser attitude. Currently in 
third in the standings, but almost 30 
points behind the leaders, Mamola 
knows why he wants to race at La- 
guna. “I’m doing this Just for myself. 
I could have stayed in Europe and 
made more money, but I'd rather race 
here and try to help the sport here in 
the United States. As far as this race, 
Kenny is in a definite predicament. 
He cannot hurt himself because he’s 
only five points behind Freddie. On 
the other hand, I can just about do 
anything I want. I’m definitely look- 
ing forward to it because I only get to 
race in front of my family and friends 
once a year.” 

Lawson, in his first full year of GP 
competition, says of the event, “I’d 
like to win it, but on the other hand, I 
don’t want to do anything silly. It’s 
kind of a tough race for us.” 

One aspect of the race will be 
machinery. Roberts and Lawson will 
both be riding the 680cc (at least they 
were then) bikes they used at Daytona 
and the Match Races. Mamola, for 
the first time in the three years he’s 
been riding Suzukis at Laguna, will 
have his current factory bike as opposed 
to a year-old model. 

The big Yamahas dominated on 
the big Daytona circuit, but proved to 
be a handful for Roberts and Lawson 
on the shorter courses used in Eng- 
land. Commenting on the likely out- 
come at Laguna, Roberts said, “Randy 
and Eddie will be the closest competi- 
tion. It all depends on how the 680 
performs. It worked well at Daytona,

but not on the short circuits in Eng- 
land. The thing is pretty hard to ride; 
it has a narrow powerband and a lot 
of horsepower.” 

While Roberts and Lawson face 
the spectre of too much horsepower, 
Mamola’s factory mount has been 
down on power compared to its GP 
competition. But he’ll have the only 
GP bike at the race. “Laguna Secaisa 
pretty short course, so the Yamahas 
should be more of a handful than 
mine. It’s hard to tell, though; in the 
GPs my bike is so much slower than 
the Yamahas or Freddie’s Honda.”’ 

Roberts sees Mamola’s GP bike as 
a genuine contender for the win. 
“Randy’s going to be a handful. The 
500 Suzuki is going well, and against 
the 680, I would say that it’s going to 
be a very close race.” 

About the absence of Spencer, who 
won the first heat last year at Laguna, 
Roberts said, ‘‘It’s a mixed blessing. 
In one way I’m glad he’s not going to 
be riding because I think we would 
have had to have ridden the 680s too 
hard to keep up with the 500 Honda. 
But on the other hand, it’s ashame he 
won't be there because we'll miss his 
name. No matter what the outcome 
of the event, we have to build up the 
sport.” 

We asked Roberts two other 
questions: 

Is this his last race in the U.S.? 

“That has not been decided at this 
time.” 

What about the title fight in 
Europe? 

“Barring mechanical failures by 
either of us, it will go down to the last 
race of the year in Italy.” e

Two-trackers trek 
to Tahoe 


A naive observer viewing the horde of sidecar 
rigs at Sugar Pine Point State Park would 
have been amazed to be told that sidecarists 
are actually a minority within motorcycling. 


During this week, hacks were 
very much in evidence in the 
resort towns around the big 
Sierra lake. 

Though the rally didn’t officially 
start until Thursday, participants be- 
gan arriving as early as Monday. Side- 
cartists are devoted to their off-beat 
choice of transportation. Of the 2500 
or so riders who have joined the Uni- 
ted Sidecar Association since its be- 
ginning just a few years ago, very few 
have failed to renew. 

Some exotic rigs were there, but 
these national rallies are mainly for 
the touring riders amongst the sidecar 
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fraternity, rather than the owners of 
showpieces (for them the annual Grif- 
fith Park rally in late October is the 
primo event). Consequently the whole 
country was well represented, with 
large groups from the northwest, the 
midwest and even the east coast. One 
family flew in from Australia, some 
came from Canada and the manag- 
ing director of a British sidecar com- 
pany, Neval, came over from Eng- 
land. 

Other sidecar companies were well 
represented at the rally, also, with 
personnel and equipment from 
Thompson, Motorvation, Sidestrider, 


Kenna, California, Hitchiker, and

Equalean as well as Neval, the firm 
which converts the Russian Dnieper 
rigs for American, British and Euro- 
pean use. As at any well-attended 
motorcycle rally, this is an-occasion 
for manufacturers and distributors to 
exchange ideas with customers. 

All interested persons are encour- 
aged to attend U.S.A. rallies. Twenty 
percent of the pre-registration was 
from owners of what the three-wheel 
enthusiasts call solo bikes. The group 
encourages acceptance; those trailer- 
ing their rigs, or unable to bring 
them at all are not supposed to feel 
inferior to those who ride thousands 
of miles on their hacks to attend. 

The U.S.A. and the rallies are 
people-oriented. No effort was spared 
to make the event smooth running 
and hassle free. A whole more-than- 
adequate section of the tree-shaded 
park was reserved for the group, with 
the farther part set aside for quiet 
types and the nearer part devoted to 
partiers. In practice, it didn’t seem to 
make much difference. Sidecarists 
tend to be family people, who like to 
have fun but are not exactly what 
you'd call wild, at least not in this 
context. 

Rally-goers could choose from 
planned events, tour this beautiful 
area on their own, visit the casinos or 
some of the many other visitor-orient- 


ed attractions, or just luxuriate in the 





presence of other like-minded peo- 
ple. National sidecar rallies have been 
going on long enough now that 
attendees could build up a circle of 
friends met at previous ones, as well 
as hanging out with fellow riders 
from their own localities. Some local 
groups camped together under club 
banners. 

The sidecar clinic, held Thursday, 
is always a favorite function, offering 
advice on mounting, handling or 
whatever technology is desired. On 
Friday at least 175 rigs participated in 
all or part of a lengthy circle tour 
including the old mining town of 
Virginia City, Harrah’s famed auto- 
mobile collection, and a champagne 
reception in Reno. On Saturday came 
a round of field events for both solo 
bikes and hacks. Evenings Clyde Earl 
showed selections from his collection 
of old racing and W.C. Fields movies. 
About 500 people attended Saturday 
night’s banquet at the Alpine Mea- 
dows ski resort, transported in at least 
250 sidecar rigs. Ably MC’d by Walker 
Edmiston, sidecar enthusiast and TV 
and movie actor, it featured the usual 
array of awards and prizes including 
a free sidecar of his choice to the 
lucky winner of the raffle, Seth Schade 
of Olympia, Washington. 

On Sunday morning one rider 
finally thought of something wrong

Brown scores two wins 
at Good Time National

LAKE WHITNEY, TX, JULY 2-3 


Over 600 riders from 10 states and one for- 
eign country (Mexico) came to Lake Whit- 
ney Cycle Ranch this holiday weekend to 
contest the sixth annual Grand National 


Championship Good Time 
National. 

The two-day affair featured 
a format wherein all Beginner 
classes raced on Saturday, with all 
others vying for cash and trophies on 
Sunday. Beginners were defined as 
those with less than six months’ rid- 
ing experience who had never won a 
trophy in any GNC event. This classi- 
fication allowed for more equal com- 
petition and yielded close racing in 
24 separate divisions. Unlike their 
swifter counterparts who rode on 
Sunday, the Beginners had no one 
riding more than one class, resulting 
in a greater distribution of trophies 
among the participants. Lance Friend 
of Lewisville, Texas; Craig Mayhan 
of Pine Bluff, Arkansas; Trey Cling- 
fost of Ruston, Louisiana; Scottie 
Shikle of Lovington, New Mexico; 
and Kevan Claxton of Tulsa, Okla- 
homa, were among the top trophy 
takers in the small-bore classes. Tex- 
ans Jackie Hulsey, Kenneth Jones, 
Gary Carroll, Glen Yeats, and Robert 
Cotten were among those scoring 
well in the big bike classes. 

The relatively light schedule of 
racing on Saturday provided for ear- 
lier access to the track by mainte- 
nance equipment and the track was 
groomed and ready for the following 
day's action by dark. A strong south 
wind on Sunday necessitated track 
watering at more frequent intervals 
than usual, but this was accomplished 
with only minor interruption of the 
schedule. The vertical section com- 
ing out of “Banzai Gulch” was re- 
duced somewhat, but ‘‘Surber’s Sur- 
prise” just past the scoring tower was 
left intact. This jump claimed its 





usual number of victims, but also 
witnessed some spectacular saves by 
Oklahoma City’s Tommy Newman, 
Mexico’s Stephano Ulrich, and Hous- 
ton’s Kyle Landrum. 


Landrum, riding in the 125 and 
250cc Expert classes, did a creditable 
imitation of “‘Magoo”’ Chandler over 
“‘Surber’s Surprise,” consistently get- 
ting more altitude there than any 
other rider on the track. Kasson 
Yamaha team rider Hunter Caroth- 
ers also had little difficulty with this 
obstacle. “Normally I don’t run any 
air in my front forks, but Bill (Kas- 
son) advised me to put in just enough 
to register on the gauge. This keeps 
your front forks from bottoming out 
and gives you a lot more control as 
you come up. I saw a lot of people eat 
it there today,’’ Carothers later related. 


Another rider who obviously did 
not encounter any difficulty on any 
section of the track today was New 
Braunfel’s pilot Roger Brown. Brown 
took home top money in both the 
250cc and Open Expert divisions, 
beating the Southwest's top moto- 
crossers in the process. “Even though 
I won the Texas Series, I was disap- 
pointed in the way I was riding, espe- 
cially with my starts. Everybody at 
Big Tex Yamaha (Brown’s sponsor 
in San Antonio) was real supportive 
and a friend of mine who rides the 
Over 30 class for Kasson’s team told 
me I should just devote a lot of time 
practicing my starts. He said even 
Bob Hannah does this. It was just a 
small thing but I did it and it really 
helped. I’m getting great starts now.” 

Brown got two great starts in the 
Open Expert clash and was literally 
unchallenged by second-place finisher 
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Bryan Abernathy (6) and Danny Storbeck (9) have battled their way 








through all of Texas’ big series this year. Storbeck was tops today. 





Nick Cordova in either moto. Cor- 
dova, who has won on this track 
many times, graciously acknowledged 
Brown’s newfound prowess at com- 
ing off the gate. “Roger was riding 
Lester Munson’s bike and it’s pretty 
much stock so I can’t make excuses. 
He really seems to be getting stronger 
every time I ride against him but I 
don’t mind ‘cause that just makes me 
want to go faster,” said Cordova. 
Diehard Husqvarna campaigner Den- 
nis Hawthorne was third in line at 
the pay window, with two up-and- 
comers from Austin, Ron Dunfee and 
Russell Chapman, fourth and fifth. 

Thirty-five riders took their places 
at the gate for the start of the 250cc 
Expert class and Kirk Spencer proved 
to be the quickest of the lot as he 
jammed his Carter Yamaha-sponsored 
YZ250 into the first turn ahead of 
Kyle Landrum and David Jones to 
get the first moto. underway. Roger 
Brown and Darren Rhoten had to 
take evasive action to avoid a fallen 
rider, with Rhoten encountering a dis- 
lodged course marker in the ensuing 
detour. Brown came through un- 
scathed and assumed second position 
by the end of lap two. Rhoten was not 
so fortunate and was forced to come 
from way back in the herd. Spencer, 
safely in the lead, turned some of the 
best lap times of the day as he held his 
lines consistently en route to an easy 
first heat victory. 

The second stanza was all Roger 
Brown as he rocketed into the lead 
and proceeded to pull away. Alley 
Semar, who took third in the open- 
ing moto, collided with fourth-place 
finisher Landrum and both riders 
were out for the day. 

Oddly enough, the fifth-place fin- 
isher in the initial heat, David Jones, 
was also a victim of track debris. 
Jones was able to continue, however, 
eventually working his way back to 
15th. Spencer, Cordova, and Rhoten 
survived the flying flak and set out 
after Brown. The top four remained 
Brown, Spencer, Cordova, and Rhoten 
for the entire moto, with the only 
drama being provided by Trail West 
Honda rider Terry Tinney, who, rid- 
ing with a painful knee injury, never- 
theless did a fine job of maneuvering 
his way to a fifth place at the flag. 

Two of Yamaha’s brightest hopes 
for the future, Bryan Abernathy and 
Danny Storbeck, did some stylish 
maneuvering at high speed in the 
125cc Expert class, with Storbeck 
winning this, their latest quarter- 


liter confrontation. Storbeck stormed 
into the lead in moto one and never 
let up over the course of the next 12 
laps to win handily. Abernathy gated 
poorly and was in 16th position at 
the end of the first lap. “I gota little 
sideways and got caught up in the 
pack. Then I tried to make it all up 
on the first lap and made some more 
mistakes. I’m still learning about 
patience I guess,” Abernathy later 
explained. 

Abernathy came over the iron 
straight as a string in his next attempt 
and he and Storbeck appeared to be 
tied together as they blitzed away 
from their pursuers. Dennis Daft, 
Alley Semar, and Steve Gauthier were 
left to wrangle over the spoils as 
Abernathy and Storbeck disappeared 
from sight. Just past the halfway 
mark, Storbeck slid inside Abernathy 
over ‘‘Malone’s Mountain,” and for 
all intent and purpose, the race was 
over as he held a steady throttle to the 
checkers. 

In Novice racing, the 125cc class 
proved to be the most competitive 
division of the day as qualifiers were 
needed to come up with a final field 
of 36. Jim Craine emerged from the 
proceedings as one of the more dis-' 
appointed participants as he paireda 
first-heat second with a crash and 
burn in the second moto to finish out 
of contention. Chris Wallis also fell 
victim to a second-moto pile-up which 
negated his win in the previous out- 
ing. Benefitting from all this misfor- 
tune was Fort Worth’s Terry Pringle, 
whose three point total for the day 
was good enough to allow him to 
garner first overall. “Bubba” Schultz 
finished second and Lee Hawthorne 
came in third. 

Another ‘‘Bubba,”’ this time Neal, 
made shambles of the 250cc Novice 
class as he scored two strong wins and 
took first overall. Determined riding 
by New Mexico’s Lawson Williams 
netted him the runner-up position 
and Ty Carter, in his final ride as a 
Novice, was third. Curtis Vester was 
fourth and Quinn Ricker was fifth. 
Stewart Gaines got the hard-luck 
wreath in this class as his first-moto 
fourth did not compute with his 
second-round 27th, and he went back 
to Palestine without a trophy. 

Intermediate madness was high- 
lighted by a fine performance by 
“Skipper” Beavers in the 250s as he 
scored back-to-back moto wins to top 
acrowded field of Texas’ best. Robert 
Felix was the lone “Okie” in the top

five as he finished second ahead of 
Brent Dodson, Bart Fuller, and John 
Pollard. In the Open Intermediates, 
“Bubba” Neal again made his pres- 
ence felt as he put two second-place 
finishes together to take the overall. 
Jim Cone and Delbert McDonald 
kept track announcer Lynn Nicker- 
son in top form with their antics as 
they traded moto wins, only to fail in 
their bid to back them up as neither 
could muster two consistent motos. 
Cone brought his Kawasaki home 
second overall, with McDonald third, 
Jeff Knight fourth, and James Gor- 
man fifth. 

The Over 30 class was a wild affair, 
with crashes taking out many of the 
primary contenders. Chuck Heath, 
who barely escaped being eliminated 
in the first turn of moto one, came 
back to capture the second tour and 
the six-foot trophy for first position 
as his eight-point total was good 
enough for the overall win. Jim Davis 
and Bill Kasson rode cautiously but 
consistently to finish second and third, 
with Billy Click fourth and Tim 
McCaskill fifth. First-heat victor Tom 
Johnson and ever-popular Troy Rapp 
met with misfortune, as did Chris 
Dublin, and all finished out of the 
money. e

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“It’s all in the 


adrenaline rush”

Hap Eaton’s name isn’t a household word in road racing circles. He got into the 
racing game late after earning a degree in mechanical engineering from Purdue 
University and first lieutenant’s silver bars with the Army in “beautiful South- 
east Asia.” At 36, Eaton is full of life and, when he doesn’t have his race face on, 
carries the glimmer of a smile at all times.It’s a carry-over from the dayslong ago 
when his grandmother didn’t like calling him Edward or Junior so she nick- 
named him “Happy.” It stuck, but he shortened it to Hap for obvious reasons. 

This isn’t an article about a rider with World Championship aspirations or 
other lofty goals, but rather about someone who loves to race and has made his 


own mark. 


When did you get interested in motor- 
cycles? 

I guess I’ve been interested in two 
wheels for as long as I can remember. 
I think a lot of the interest came 
because friends:of the family owned a 
motorcycle shop. I rode on the street 
for a while and tried a bit of dirt rid- 
ing. I always had the idea in the back 
of my mind that I wanted to try road 
racing, but at the time it was too 
expensive to undertake so I just put 


the idea on the back burner. 
Somewhere along the line in high 
school I decided I liked math and 
science and I liked to tinker with 
things so engineering seemed a logi- 
cal path to follow. I went to Purdue 
University and came away with a 
four year degree in engineering. Dur- 
ing the time I was in school I was also 
in the Army ROTC. The army had 
first choice when I got out of school 
and decided I would be very happy in 
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Vietnam. 

After I got out of the service, in 
1971, I moved to Circleville, Ohio, to 
take an engineering job with RCA. 
After working a while I tallied up my 
accounts, found I had a bit of extra 
money and that I could afford to go 
road racing. That was in 1973, I was 
26, and I’ve been doing it ever since. 

To get a professional license in 
1973 you just sent in your money to 
the AMA. You didn’t have to have 
any club road racing experience, 
which I didn’t, so I sent in my money 
and got my Novice license. I did a bit 
of research and determined the best 
bike for me would be a Yamaha 
TA250. I bought a new one, rode it 
about 20 miles on some country roads 
and then packed up for my first race— 
Daytona. I had to start someplace and 
Daytona seemed as good as any. I 
remember it was a very long week 
because I spent the majority of my 
time working on the bike rather than 
riding it. I finished the race in the top 
20. 

Did your showing prove to you road 
racing was really what you wanted to 
do? 

Definitely. I had done some dirt track- 
ing asa Novice and it was frustrating 
because you would show up at the 
track and there would be 140 or more 
riders at some events. Not only did 
you have to win your heat race, but it 
had to be oneof the fastest ones run or 
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you didn’t make the final. You’d end 
up driving six hours or so toride four 
laps of practice, four laps in your 
heat and then pack up and spectate 
the rest of the time. That was baloney. 
The first time I put a leg over a road 
racer and tried it out I thought it was 
great. 

When did you move up to the Expert 
ranks? 

I got my Expert license in 1976. I 
raced as a Junior for two seasons 
because I felt I could use the expe- 
rience an extra year would give me 
racing a 750cc bike in the Junior 
class. I was riding good enough in 
my first season to make the required 
advancement points, but the jump 
from Junior to Expert was a big one 
and I wanted to be sure I was com- 
pletely ready. 

What do you consider the highlight 
of your career? 

I finished seventh in this year’s Day- 
tona 200. That's my best finish to 
date and definitely the highlight of 
my career. In the three or four years 
prior to my ’83 placing at Daytona, I 
would always seem to be running 
good in the race and then Lady Luck 
would take a swipe at me. In 1982, I. 
was running 10th when I broke a 
crankshaft and punched a hole in the 
cases. In 1981, the chain began to 
stretch in the final laps while I was in 
12th. I had to literally crawl around 
the track to finish 15th. 

It was very satisfying to finish sev- 
enth in this year’s race. What made it 
even more so, was that I didn’t know 
what position I was in when they 
waved the checkered flag. I felt I was 
doing good, but didn’t realize just 
how good. 

Can you justify the expense of racing 
on the return you get? 

Probably not. I pay for just about every- 
thing, but I do get some product help 
from Goodyear and Castrol, plus I 
have a few friends who kick some 
money into the program from time to 
time. 

Why keep racing? 

I guess it’s the adrenaline shot you 
get from being in competition. I'm a 
very active person. I like to travel and 
go and do things which are exciting. 
I’ve just gotten into bicycle touring. 
It’s a totally different feeling to go 
out and pedal 100 miles in a day. I 
play racquetball and I love to snow 
ski. I keep racing because of the 
excitement. I do manage to make 
enough money to come relatively 
close to almost breaking even so I get 
to have a lot of fun for not really a 
great deal of money. Plus, I get to 
travel, see the country, and argue 
with my boss about days off. 

Isn’t bicycle touring a bit slow for 
your blood? 

Not at all, since I don’t particularly 
ride at a slow pace. I’ve been on only 
three or four organized group runs 
and they were fun, but I find I like to 
move along at a much faster pace 
than most. Doing 100 milesinaday sounds 
like a lot, but some of the serious 
riders will do 200 or even 250 miles in 
a day. That is serious riding. 

Why do your wear racquetball-style 
eye protection when you race? 
Actually, the glasses are prescription. 
I had trouble for a long time with my 
glasses sliding down my nose when I 
raced and it would usually happen in 
the late stages of the event and really 
goof things up. The worst place to 
have that happen is at Daytona where 
you’re changing from the infield to 
the banking on each lap. On the 
banking, you actually have to look 
up to see around the banking and if 
your glasses have slipped off the 
bridge of your nose you're flying 
blind. 

Do you enjoy working as the road 
racing rep to the AMA’s Professional 
Racing Rules Committee? 

In some ways it’s very interesting and 
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in some ways very irritating. I got 
into the position by a combination of 
choice 2nd chance. Rich Schlachter 
had been elected to the position. In 
December of 1981 I got a call asking 
me if I could make the meeting since 
Schlachter couldn’t and I lived close 
by. I went to the meeting and basi- 
cally slipped into the position since, I 
believe, Schlachter had asked out. 

It’s very interesting in that you get 
a better feel for the big picture, the 
overall view of what’s going on. A lot 
of the riders don’t realize the AMA 
really is trying to look down the road 
and implement ways to bolster the 
sport. However, the meetings, in a 
number of ways, can be very irritat- 
ing. We spend a lot of time going 
over some very nit-picking items. 

I do feel I've had some input into 
the way the board sees our sport. A 
proposal has been made more than 
once that our Formula One class 
should go to 500cc two-stroke and 
750cc four-stroke machinery exclu- 
sively. Each time the proposal would 
come up I would wait until the 
debate was about over and then make 
my thoughts known about the large 
number of Yamaha TZ750’s still being 
raced which this proposed rule change 
would eliminate. You can’t make 
coffee tables out of them and you 
really can’t tell riders that in order to 
continue racing they have to come up 
with a new, and expensive, mount. 

The proposal came up at the most 
recent meeting. I asked the board to 
look at the results of Daytona and 
Mid-Ohio and see how many riders 
were on TZ750’s. It turns out about 
50 percent were. That brought the 
point home and the proposal was 
amended and passed to include the 
TZ. 

Do you set yourself goals at the 
beginning of the season? 

Lprobably should, but I really don’t. 
I guess if I did, my goal would be to 
do better than I did last season. I find 
as I go along I’m beginning to back 
out of road racing a bit, there are 
things I find more interesting. Since I 
do all the work on my road racer 
myself and that takes up a great deal 
of time, I’ve found myself thinking 
about other things I like to do. I fig- 
ure it won't be until late July that I'll 
have a weekend off where I can just 
do what I want. Maybe wanting to 
have some time for myself is a sign of 
old age or maturity, I don’t exactly 
know. 

Aren’t you also a sponsor? 

Inasense, yes. Mike Landrum bought 
one of the bikes I used to race and I do 
a lot of work on it. I think he believes 
he bought a service contract when he 
got the bike. Seriously, Mike and I are 
good friends and travel to the races 
together which cuts expenses and 
helps us both out. He’s a good guy to 
have around. In addition, Mike has a 
sister, Diane, whoisa very sweet lady. 
We spend a lot of time together. I go 
bicycling with her and she goes to the 
races with me when she can. She’s a 
very special part of the team. 

Have you enjoyed yourself through- 
out years? 

I must have or I wouldn't still be 
here. Like I said earlier, it’s all in the 
adrenaline rush. I’m not sure what 
I'll do when I give up road racing. 
I’m sure I'll find something that is 
fast and exciting. 

Have you ever thought about how it 
would feel to win a National? 

Yes, but I tend to look at things realis- 
tically. I might get lucky and manage 
to place in the top three or maybe 
even win a National, although to do 
that you've got to break all the factory 
riders. The odds are on their side. 
They have more equipment, more 
experience, and they get ina lot more 
riding so their timing is spot-on. The 
bottom line is I’m real excited if I can 
finish in the top ten. e

Faria and Bast moved up to make it 
four abreast down the back’straight, 
setting up an obvious turn three 
shuffle. Coming out of four, the 
revamped placings had Moran in the 
lead followed by Faria, Bast and 
Christian. The “Big Fella” then set 
out to do his job in workmanlike 
fashion. He got Bast for third and on 
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lap two and then took Faria for 
second on lap three. Next he went 
after Moran and put a wheel along- 
side him in turn two on the final 
circuit. Faria pulled even with Moran 
in turn three, coming off the final 
corner with a slight advantage, but 
Christian got the drive on the inside 
and wheelied his smoking machine 
across the line to beat Moran by less 
than six inches.

Dwyer (D.J.’s Ticket Service/Oakley/ 
Sirisalo Jaw) enhanced his IMS point 
average as he captured his second 
IMS Handicap main win in a row. 
Dennis Briggs put his Godden into 
the lead at the start over Dwyer, who 
was coming off the 10-yard line for 
the first time. John Cook gota rocket 
start off the 40 and was in third but he 
took himself out of contention witha 
second-lap fall. Inch by inch through- 
out the race,- Dwyer got closer to 
Briggs. He pulled even with the leader 
in turn three on the final revolution. 
It was another IMS drag race to the 
checkered with Briggs leading the 
entire race except for the all-important 
last four feet. Dwyer took the win bya 
wheel and to add insult to injury he 
planted a passionate kiss on the trophy 
girl, who just happened to be Briggs’ 
girfriend. 

After an opening lap duel, Steve 
Murray had an easy time of it to win 
his first IMS Second Division main of 
the season.

Hansen kept the pressure on 
for another lap before Murray was 
able to open a little breathing room. 
It continued that way until Hansen 
fell on the final lap, giving second to 
Ed Castro. At the finish it was Mur- 
ray (C&M Tool/Malcolm Smith Jaw) 
followed by Castro and Scott Talk- 
ington. 

Donnie McCusker powered his 
Weslake to an impressive win in the 
Third Division main. McCusker was 
second off the zero at the start behind 
Frank “The Stilt” Steiner. McCusker

After racing the night before 
on his former home track at 
Auburn, he drove south for a few 
hours to Visalia and the Central Val- 
ley Speedway Club, for whom he 
used to race back in the Hanford 
days. Cook left the locals with some- 
thing to remember him by too — a 
win in the Scratch main, a second in 
the Handicap main and a smattering 
of Saturday night wheelies. 

In Handicap racing, the most pop- 
ular rider in Visalia, Buddy Robin- 
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son, thrilled his large contingent of 
mostly female fans down to their 
painted toenails by winning his heat 
off the 50-yard line. Just to keep 
things exciting, the Budman passed 
his final victim, Gary Ford, on the 
last lap. 

In the next race, Cook cruised off 
the 50, picking off riders at will, the 
last being hot-riding local Steve Mar- 
tin. In the third and final heat, Ven- 
tura local Dean York, nattily attired 
in his 1976 Ventura Sharks leathers, 
took the win over Randy Blevins and 
Jimmy Lawson. 

Young Johnny Houston, son of 
the Auburn promoters, led his semi 
for a few laps until the fire — in the 
person of Randy Griffith — got too 
hot to handle. Griffith, a Central Val- 
ley version of Alan Christian, moved 
Houston aside so expertly that all the 
hot guys passed him on one turn. 
Robinson and Cook followed Grif- 
fith across the finish line. 

Ford, who won both mains in his 
last trip to Visalia, passed Martin to 
win the other semi off the 40. 

In the main, it took Griffith two 
laps to blow by Martin, while behind 
them it was follow-the-leader for the 
hot guys, who were looking more 
bored than hot. Around turn three of 
the fourth lap, Cook was dead last 
behind Grant Salyers, and seemed to 
have given up. Cook changed his 
mind on the home straight. With an 
unreal drive he somehow got a wheel 
under Salyers and Robinson and 
passed them both in turn two as they 
went careening out of control, into 
then off of the crashwall, moving an 
entire section from turn one to turn 
two and sending a spectacular cloud 
of dust 20 feet into the air. Cook 
nailed Ford and then Martin by turn 
three but ran out of time to catch the 
streaking Griffith. It was the first win 
of the year for the Taft local on his 
home track. To celebrate, the burly 
Griffith nearly kised the lips off the 
trophy girl. 

“Too fast, gotta go” was the story 
in Scratch racing. Cook won three 
times, including a laughter in the 
main, with a succession of powerful 
gates and without any drama what- 
soever. Robinson got by Salyers on 
the last lap of the main to finish a 
heartbeat away from a trophy. 

Checking in with the Challengers 
— basically a Division Two and Div- 
ision Three combined classification 
— Ventura’s Walt Farnum led his 
heat by plenty until he succumbed to 
speedway rider’s bane — brain fade 
— around turn four, as he fell and 
slid ‘into the wall. This opened the 
door for local rider Jim Gravance, 
who took the win. With four Chal- 
lenger heats, and with only the win- 
ners making the main, this turned 
out to be a big deal. Especially for 
Gravance. With a great start, he had 
the main won by turn one over three 
other local riders. Dave 
Mawhorter was second. 

After Cook quieted the girls chant- 
ing “Buddy! Buddy! Buddy!” by 
thrashing their hero twice to win the 
King of the Hill match race, there 
was a special, at-no-extra-cost-to-any- 
one match race between a pair of 
Kingsburg locals, Jim Rogin and 
Dave “The Commander” Cox. Rogin 
won easily, and for those of you into 
mechanics, a two-valve Jawa blew 
away a brand-new Godden. e

Howard flies to 
Seattle F-1 win

KENT, WA, JULY 3 

“The biggest thing is I’m 
thinking more and keeping 
my concentration,” said Van- 
couver, B.C.’s Rhys Howard, 
winner of today’s Seattle International 
Raceway Formula I class and mid- 
season leader in the AMA Formula 2 
wars. Howard's tuner and owner of 
Motorcycle Works, Dave Harold add- 
ed, ‘‘He’s also charging a bit harder 
after racing in the east and winning 
Pocono.” Indeed he is. 

Howard entered Formula 1 on his 
spare TZ250, once owned by Fred 
Merkel. Basically a stocker with after- 
market pipes, it flirted with detona- 
tion, but won the five-lap qualifier 
ahead of John Dyle’s 1140cc Suzuki. 
Howard gota great start in the 10-lap 
final and got by Tom Nakashima’s 
big Suzuki in turn one. 

Joe Davis’ Totem Lake GPz750 
loomed ahead, but Howard managed 
to pass him on the outside in the turn 
two sweeper. Still trailing by two 
seconds, Howard set his sights on 
Doyle. Braking and exiting turns 
incredibly hard, he pulled abreast 
Doyle on the backstretch and startled 






him im the chicane. Passing on the 
inside of the off-camber right-hand 
corner, Howard hit the notorious 
bump and flew off the seat about 100 
mph. He hung on and led uphill in 
turn seven, but missed a shift in turn 
nine. Doyle then regained the lead, 
but Howard caught him on the 
straight and never let go. Howard 
was two-to three seconds a lap faster 
than second-running Doyle, and beat 
Sam MacDonald’s 250cc lap record 
by more than asecond! The Motorcy- 
cle Works TZ250J zapped Seattle In- 
ternational Raceway at an official 
one minute, 31.7 seconds. 

Another Motorcycle Works racer, 
Mike Kenyon, credits “Dave (Harold’s) 
super tuning” in winning the com- 
bined 600/450cc Production qualifier. 
His 550 Seca took the holeshot in the 
final, then ran off and hid for nine 
laps. Kenyon blamed himself when 
the ignition that he'd serviced per- 
sonally let go. That gave GPz riders 
Ron Fugere, Bruce Behal, and David 
Wood first through third, respectively. 
In 450cc Production, Terry Williams’ 
Yamaha beat those of Dan Wood, 
and runner-up Mike Sullivan, who 
had won the qualifier. 

One of the day’s best races was the 
750cc Production final. Adding a lit- 
tle star quality was Santa Fe TT 
National winner Mickey Fay on a 
Honda Interceptor. True to form, 
Fay got a nice holeshot, but Larry 
Buck’s Interceptor forged by to take 
the early lead. Chuck Wiley rode his 
Bellevue Suzuki around Fay on lap 
two, and eventually beat Buck to the 
checkered flag. Last.year’s 750cc Pro- 
duction champ, GPz-mounted Joel 
Ittner, drafted Fay and passed him in 
turn two, but had a heckuva race for 
third with Joe Davis. ‘“‘He’d outbrake 
me coming off the straight, then I'd 
get him in the downhill. I finally 
passed him for good on the seventh 
lap,” said Ittner, who is now tied 
with Wiley in season points. Mickey 
Fay rounded out the top five with a 
fine race on stock tires, just ahead of 
Greg Froberg’s NESRA Interceptor.

Rhine rolls on at

Just when Ricky Petry thought

and elbow to elbow. Rhine proved to 
possess the stronger elbow, edging 
past and holding on to win the first 
heat by a bikelength. 

Rhine rolled off the line first in the 
second moto with Petry in tow and 
they swiftly put distance between 
themselves and the rest of the aggre- 
gation. Rhine and Petry threw dirt 
on one another for the entire heat, 
with the lead changing several times 
in the process. Once again it was 
Rhine leading when it counted and 
the two exhausted riders clasped arms 
in a.congratulatory embrace just past 
the finish line to cap their duel in a 
friendly fashion. 

For the second week in a row Rus- 
sell Chapman laid waste to the Expert 
competition, but not before Frank 
Tello and Tommy Pavelka had their 
chance to make things tight. Chap- 
man had little difficulty in the first 
moto, but got plenty of exercise in the 
second. 

Pavelka led in the early going of 
the second round, only to fall victim 
to a beautiful mid-air pass by Tello. 
A few moments later, the hard charg- 
ing Chapman forced his way past as 
well. Then, to add insult to injury, 
Pavelka was shunted to the loam by 
Bill Kelly. 

Both riders went down and a bit of 
a disagreement took place. Pavelka 
attempted to knock some of the dirt, 
off the seat of Kelly’s pants with his 
boot, and Kelly mistook the tank of 
















his rival’s Husky for the kickstarter. 
Kelly remounted and continued on 
and Pavelka quit the track in frustra- 
tion, only to learn that he would have 
been the recipient of third place 
money and he completed the final 
circuit.
